tigation was set afoot today in the 
senate. 
A resolution to that purpose 
was prepared by Senator Gallinger, 
Republican leader. 
News of the agitation evidently 
got to the ears of the administration 
leaders, because Fuel Administrator 
Garfield hurried to the capitol. 
The resolution by Senator G allin­ 
ger was prepared after a conference 
with other Republican leaders who 
were determined to prevent, if pos­ 
sible, having the coal order go into 
effect. 


Pro tests l» o ur I i. 
Washington, 
Jan. 
17.- Protests 
against the fuel administration order 
closing down Industrial plants began 
pouring into the white house and 
congress today front 
till over the 
country. 
Business men everywhere, 
aroused at the prospect, objected to 
its enforcement and suggested many 
other remedies. 


To Buy Coal. 
It developed today that under the 
fuel administration's plan the gov­ 
ernment will buy all coal consigned 
to the usspended industries. 
These 
transactions 
will 
be 
conducted 
through the treasury department and 
it is estimated will cost the govern­ 
ment about $25,000,000. 
State fuel 
administrators will redistribute the 
coal to food plants and other indus­ 
tries permitted to run. 


Issue Rulings. 
The fuel administration will issue 
a series of rulings on queries con­ 
cerning 
the 
conservation 
order. 
State fuel administrators will not be 
allowed to make rulings and the ru l­ 
ings issued here will have general 
application. 


Can Use Substitute*. 
The order will not include natural 
gas nor use of wood as fuel, nor 
power derived from water. 
It is said 
that the exception of necessary war 
industries from the operation of the 
order might be more liberal than the 
first announcement Indicated.

It was said that the full text of 
the order could not be prepared in 
time to he given out much before 
this afternoon, and there was some 
doubt a s to whether its text would 
be ready for publication in evening 
papers tonight.

tives of the Chicago Association of

closing order. 
Many business men, 
it was stated, are extremely anxious 
to have the order modified for Illi­ 
nois, as it was thought drastic meas­ 
ures are not necessary now. 


Washington, Jan. 16.— The text of the Garfield order 


on fuel conservation had not been completed at a late 


hour tonight. 
An abstract, which was said to cover all 


of its provisions, given out by the fuel administration, 


follows: 


1. 
Until further order of the United States fuel 


administrator all persons selling fuel, in whatever ca­ 


pacity, shall give preference to orders for necessary re­ 


quirements. 


a. Of railroads. 


b. Of domestic consumers, hospitals, charitable in­ 


stitutions and army and navy cantonments. 


c. Of public utilities, telephones and telegraph plants. 


d. Of ships and vessels for bunker purposes. 


e. Of the United States for strictly governmental 


purposes, not including orders from or for factories or 


plants working on contracts for the United States. 


f. Of municipal, county or state governments for 


necessary public uses. 


g. Of manufacturer^ of perishable food or of food 


for necessary immediate consumption. 
Puts Biv rier o n Deliv eries. 


The order further provides that ou January 18, 19, 


20, 21 and 22, 191S, no fuel shall be delivered to any 


person, firm, association or corporation for any uses or 


requirements not included in the foregoing list until the 


requirements in the list shall have been first delivered. 


On January 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22, 1918, and also on 


each and every Monday, beginning January 28, 191S, and 


continuing up to and including March 25, 1918, no man­ 


ufacturing plant shall burn fuel or use power derived 


from fuel for any purpose except 


a. Such plants as from their nature must be con­ 


tinuously operated seven days each week, to avoid seri­ 


ous injury to the plant itself or its contents, 


b. Manufacturers of perishable foods. 


c. Manufacturers of food not perishable and not in 


immediate demand, who may burn fuel to such extent as 


is authorized by the fuel administrator of the state in 


which such plant is located, or by his representative 


authorized therefor, upon application by the United States 


food administrator. 


d. Printers or publishers of daily papers may burn 


fuel as usual, excepting on every Monday from January 


21 to March 25, 1918, inclusive, on which days they may 


barn fuel to such extent as is necessary to issue such 


editions as such papers customarily issue on important 


national legal holidays, and where such papers do not 


issue any editions on a holiday they are permitted to issue 


one edition on the said Mondays. 


c. Printing establishments which may burn fuel on 


January 18, 19, 20 and 22 to suoh extent as is necessary 


to issue current numbers of magazines and other pub­ 


lications periodically issued.- 


May Fire l Tp to Prevent Injury. 


On each Monday, beginning Janu ary 21, 1918 , and 


continuing up to and including Monday, March 25, 1918, 


no fuel shall be burned (except to such extent as is essen­ 


tial to prevent injury to property from freezing) for the 


purpose of supplying heat for: 


a. Any business or professional offices, except offices 


used by the United States, state, county or municipal 


governments, transportation companies, or which are occu­ 


pied by banks and trust companies or by physicians or 


dentists. 


b. Wholesale or retail stores, or any other stores, 


business houses or buildings whatever, except that for the 


purpose of selling food only, for which purposes stores 


may maintain necessary heat until 12 o’clock noon; and 


for the purpose of selling drugs and medical supplies 


only, stores may maintain necessary heat throughout the 


day and evening.

The order provides that nothing in this order shall be 


held to forbid the burning of fuel to heat rooms or such 


portions of buildings as are used in connection wRh the 


production or distribution of fuel. 


The state fuel administrators are authorized by the 


order to issue orders on special applications for relief, 


where necessary, to prevent injury to health or destruc­ 


tion of or injury to property by fire or freezing. 


The order is effective in all of the territory of the 


United States east of the Mississippi river, including the 


whole of the states of Louisiana and Minnesota.

Adverse weather conditions in the recent wreek and 


the inadequacy of the present coal supply and transporta­ 


tion facilities to meet the war-time demand, have made 


necessary immediate restrictive measures as to the use of 


coal, In that part of the United States east of the Missis­ 


sippi river. 


The movement of coal in transportation must be so 


directed as to aid the director general of railways in 


dealing with the railroad emergency created by recent 


blizzard conditions. 
Domestic consumers of coal must be 


kept warm and other absolutely necessary consu ;ers must 


he supplied. 


All Industry Must Re Restricted. 


A ll industry must be fully restricted in its use of coal 


in order that the available supply for the remainder of the 


winter may he properly distributed and may be made 


sufficient for absolutely essential needs during the re­ 


mainder of the winter. 


To meet these necessities, the fuel administration has 


ordered as an immediate emergency measure that o n the 


days of January 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22, preference and 


priority in the use of coal shall be given only to those 


consumers whose consumpton of coal is absolutely neces­ 


sary.

In addition to this emerg ency restriction over the

Garfield, in response to a request 
from the senate committee inv esti 
gating the coal situation, went before 
the committee this afternoon and told 
his reasons for issuing the order. The 
fuel and railroad situation, he said, 
made the action imperativ e. 
The ne­ 
cessity for mov ing ships, he stated, 
was so great that drastic measures 
were compulsory: 
” 1 hav e been discussing this with 
business men for a month,” said 
Doctor Garfield, 
“ if companies fail 
to pay wages for these idle days they 
will not be doing their part. 
“This order~was~1ssued because oi 
a lack of coal for priv ate consumers 
and utilities,” said he. 
Senator Hitchcock, Democrat, to­ 
day introduced a resolution to sus­ 
pend the fuel order for liv e days. 
He introduced his resolution after 
conferring 
with 
qther 
Democratic 
. aders in the senate who hav e ap­ 
prehensions of the wisdom and ef­ 
fect of the order. 
A similar resolution was intro- 
luced by Senator Gallinger, Repub­ 
lican leader, and another joint reso­ 
lution was brought up in the house

Representativ e Smith 
of

fork declaring the order to be “un­ 
necessary.” 
“ I do not presume to say the fuel 
administrator has made a mistake,” 
said Senator Hitchcock. 
“All I ask 
is that sufficient time be giv en before 
the order goes into effect to permit 
the country to be heard. 
“The thing he did has been called 
a national calamity. 
The fuel ad­ 
ministrator may be confronted with 
a serious condition in trying to get 
coal for the ships we 
must send 
across the seas or maintaining the 
railroads, but before taking action 
I think at least fiv e days should be 
giv en.” 
He was interrupted 
by Senator 
Vardaman, a member of the commit­ 
tee inv estigating the coal situation. 
“ I regard this order as a calamity. 
The situation,”

Hitchcock, “ is an argument for re­ 
form in your gov ernment, 
i predict 
that before much time elapses we will 
be compelled to lodge power for co­ 
ordination of branches of our gov ­ 
ernment that are now running wild.” 
Republican leaders started a mov e­ 
ment late today to postpone Fuel Ad­ 
ministrator Garfield's order. 
Repub­ 
lican Leader Gillett offered such a 
resolution, but Representativ e Cox of 
Indiana objected to its consideration i 
and it was withdrawn for thirty min­ 
utes to permit more members to be 
present. 
Ships .Need Coal. 
Doctor Garfield told the committee 
that warehouses 
vtp re jammed with 
supplies, with no ships to mov e them, 
and that many of what ships there 
are cannot mov e for lack of coal. 
“ I wonder if the public appreciates 
how necessary it is to mov e this ma­ 
terial. 
It was not the purpose to 
take coal from one factory to giv e it 
to another. 
“ We wish to keep factories from 
loading more cars on tracks,” Gar­ 
field said. 
“And in reality, most fac­ 
tories are pretty well loaded up on 
products.”

To kyo , Jan. 37.—Japanese warships 
hav e been dispatched to Vladiv o sto k 
fo r pro tectio n o f allied interests there, 
aeco nliiig to o fficial anno u ncement. 
The actio n fo llo ws lo ng-co ntinued 
appeals fro m Japanese and o ther citi­ 
zens in the Ru ssian po rt fo r adequ ate 
pro tectio n no t o nly to their o wn liv es 
and pro perty blit to great qu antities o f 
allied mu nitio ns and su pplies there. 
Desu lto ry fighting between the bo l- 
shev iki and Co ssacks has been in pro g­ 
ress in and aro u nd the city fo r weeks. 
The anno u ncement that warships 
had been finally dispatched aro u sed 
the greatest excitement in To kyo . An 
o fficial statement was issu ed, after the

North Dakota Senato r Thinks Allies 
Need Supplies More Than They 
Do Fig hting Men. 


Washingto n, Jan. 17.—“Sto p sending 
so ldiers to Eu ro pe, and in their place 
send ships laden with fo o d fo r o u r al­ 
lies,” was the appeal made In the sen­ 
ate by Senato r McCurnber o f No rth 
Dako ta. 
It Is the o nly way to ward 
o ff a prematu re peace, befo re the Unit­ 
ed States can bring the full fo rce o f 
its reso u rces to bear against Germany, 
he said. 
Assu ming that Italy and France re­ 
main in the fight, which he feared was 
to o o ptimistic an assu mptio n, Senato r 
McCurnber estimated that at this time 
the United States sho uld hav e 7,000,- 
000 men In the field to pu t the entente 
o n ev en terms with their enemies. He 
believ ed, ho wev er, that if Great Brit­ 
ain were pro perly su pplied with fo o d, 
she and the United States co uld co n­ 
tinu e the wu r fo r 40 years, If neces­ 
sary.

Washingto n, Jan. 17.—A plan fo r 
general regu latio n o f the co al indu stry 
was su bmitted to the senate co mmit­ 
tee by Francis S. Peabo dy o f Chicago , 
co al pro du ctio n directo r o f the co u ncft 
o f natio nal defense. 
He presented a 
price list fo r different co als and u rged 
that any o perato r who so ld co al belo w 
a standard to lie set by the bu reau o f 
mines be penalized $1 a to n. 
This 
wo u ld preclu de shipment o f lo w-grade 
co al which co nsu mers hav e co mplained 
o f this year, he said. 
Co al o perato rs’ pro fits since last 
Ju ly “hav e been eno rmo u s,” Mr. Pea­ 
bo dy declared. 
“I think my co mpany will earn be­ 
tween 20 and 30 per cent befo re de­ 
du cting war taxes,” lie said. 
Price maximu ms he su ggested fo r 
co al at the mine fo llo w: 
Fo r v eins 36 inches o r u nder, $4; 
36 to 48 inches, $3.50; 48 inches to 5 
feet, $3 ; 5 to 6 feet, $2.50 ; and o v er 
6 feet, $2.25. These prices practically 
are the same as no w fixed by the fuel 
administratio n with the exceptio n o f 
the last class. 
Ills plan also co ntemplates div iding 
the co u ntry into zo nes, as was do ne in 
England, to eliminate lo ng railro ad 
hau ls. 
He believ ed it inadv isable fo r 
the go v ernment to take o v er the mines 
o r the o u tpu t, and insisted that pro ­ 
du ctio n wo u ld be adequ ately increased 
u nder the prices he su ggested.

law ev ery issu ed by the gov ernment. 
Its p u rp ose is to meet tin* coal famine. 
The same order fix es ev ery Monday 
from Janu ary 28 to March 25, inclu ­ 
siv e, as a holiday . 
On su ch day s all 
theaters and other p laces of amu se­ 
ment mu st close. 
Other nonessential 
bu siness mu st cu rtail their activ ities. 
Papers Held to One Edition. 
Sev eral ex cep tions were made with 
regard to indu stries like blast fu rnaces, 
which wou ld be ru ined by any stop ­ 
p age of their p lants, and m anu factu r­ 
ers of p erishable foodstu ffs. 
Newsp ap ers are ex cep ted entirely 
from fou r of the fiv e eoalless day s be­ 
tween Janu ary 18 and 22 inclu siv e, 
bu t are limited to holiday editions on 
the nine Monday s designated, inclu d­ 
ing nex t Monday . 
On su ch day s they may only p rint 
su ch editions as they are accu stomed 
to issu e on national holiday s.

This is done iu order that p er­ 
manent relief may be obtained by re- 
stoek in g su p p lies'av ailable for hou se­ 
hold and p u blic u tilities’ u se. 
U. S. Urges No Lay-Off. 
At the some time It is the u rgent 
desire of the gov ernment that the in­ 
du stries affected shall not lay off their 
emp loy ees du ring the interim.

“Tin* United States fu el administra­ 
tion cou nts u p on the comp lete coop ­ 
eration .of ev ery indiv idu al, firm and 
corp oration affected by the order In its 
enforcement.”
